The following language respecting the Uni- 
ted States is severe, but it is,in part at least, de- 
served. 

“Itistobe regretted that no arrangements 
have yet been entered into with the American 
Government for the mutual suppression of the 
Slave ‘Trade, especially as there have appeared 
strong indications, in the course of last year, of 
American interests being embarked under for- 
eign flags in thistraftic. The Slave Trade, how- 
ever, which most deeply affects the character of 
America, is her internal Slave Trade, which, to 
the reproach of her free institutions, fills her 
Southern provinces with atrocities paralleled on- 
ly in the annals of Africa. It is, without doubt, 
a deep stain on the character of Great Britain, 
that any of her subjects, and especially of her 

public men, should subsist by the forced labor of 
slaves. But, in one or two of the middle states 
of America, some of the highest names in the 
annals of that nation actually derive their in- 
come from breeding Slaves for the Southern 
Plantations, in the same way in which cattle and 
pigs are, in this country, reared for the market.” 

We close our abstract with a quotation from a 
late Decree of the Emperor of Austria. 

‘ Every man,’ says his Imperial Majesty, ‘ by 
the right of nature, sanctioned by reason, must 
be cousidered asa free person. Every slave be- 
comes free from the moment he touches the Aus- 
trian soil, or even an Austrian ship.’—Vt. Chron.

It is therefore quite 
out of their power to purchase Bibles, the sup- 
ply of which is wholly exhausted; and therefore 
J hambly trust that you will have the goodness 
to excuse, as heretofore, our supplication for an 
additional supply. It is necessary to remind 
you, that the Bibles are not merely used in the 
schools, but that the children are allowed to take 
them along with them when they quit the schools: 
the importance of this mode of distribution re- 
quires no comment; but it accounts for the fre- 
quency and extent of our demands.

‘This compilation differs from al! others which the author 
has seen, in the fact that itis an attemptto bring together 
all the words of the New Testament, arranged in such or 
der as to faciliate a learner’s progress, trom the letters of the 
alphabet to the more difficult parts of orthography aud pro 
punciation. The need of such a book must have been suff- 
ciently manifest to all who have had the care of Primary and 
Sabbath Schools; the utility of this must depend on the 
merits of its plan; and that, in any schoel book, should be 
so obvious as to require little explanation 
In regard to pronunciation, the authority of Walker has 
been the guide ; but with such precautions that teachers, 
who diseard the affected style which he sometimes adopts, 
may follow the dictates of their own judgement. In the di- 
viston of words into syllables, and in the tables for progres- 
sive spelling lessons, simpheity and intelligibleness have 
Leen aimed at, without reference to the example of others. 
And these two objects seemed best attainable, by arranging 
the words of one and two syllables into lessons, according to 
the number of letters :n each, and subdividing these lessons 
into sections, according to the vowel sounds, or other evi 
dent marks ofdistinction. The more advanced tables are 
calculated to exhibit to the learner the principal peculiari 
ues in the construction and composition of English words.

From the above table it appears, that the pro- 
portion of those committed to Prison under 21 
years of age, in all the prisons mentioned, is one- 
seventh part at least, and in some much more. It 
is sufficiently apparent, from the disclosure of 
the vices existing in Prisons, how great isthe evil 
of bringing so great a proportion of young offend- 
ers within the corrupting influence of this wretch- 
ed community. About three hundred youth are 
continually in a course of education in these high 
schools of iniquity. 

The evil is not only apparent from the great 
proportion under 21 years of age; but from the 
tender years of a’considerable proportion of this 
number. Children have been found in some of 
our Prisons under twelve years of age, who have 
been many months, and some of them more than 
a year, intimately associated with the most prof- 
ligate and vile of the human race. ‘The loath- 
some skin, the distorted features, the unnatural 
eyes of some of these boys, indicate, with a clear- 
ness not to be misapprehended, the existence of 
unutterable abominations, which it were better 
for the world if they had been foreseen and avoid- 
ed. The greatness of the evil, if there is no in- 

justice ard criminality in it, of placing a chiid, 
and confining him there with strong bolts and 
bars, among a den of thieves, where he may be 
subject to any violence, and not be permitted to 
enter a complaint without the hazard of his life, 
has surely not been sufficiently contemplated. A 
case has been disclosed, as an illustration of this 
remark, which would be sufficient, if there was 
no other, to excite the sympathy of the work. 
But when we remember, that hundreds have 
been, and are now continually exposed to the 
same treatment, in these places of darkness, with- 
out the —— of having even their complaint 
reach the ears of any except those who would 
rather put them to death than have their own 
guilt exposed, it presents ao argument in favor 
of Houses of Refuge for Juvenle Delinquents, 
which we are confident will not be unheeded. 

10. Imprisonment of Lunatics.—According to 
the last census, there wére thirty lunatiosin Jair 
in the State of New York. The lunatic men- 
tioned in the last Report of this Society, as having 
been seen in a wretched condition in one of the 
Prisons in the State of New York, is since dead, 
and a coroner’s inquest held over his body, de- 
clares, that his death was in consequence of suf- 
ferings he endured in Prison from cold and nak- 
edness. 

‘The instance has occurred in which a young 
clergyman, who was educated at one of our most 
respectable Theological Seminaries, became de- 
ranged, agd was found by his friends imprisoned 
in Bridewell, New York, in the common recep- 
tacle hereafter described, of misfortune, disease, 
and guilt. As soon as the keeper knew who his 
friends were, information concerning him was 
communicated, and as soon as his friends knew 
that he was there, they procured his release. 

In Massachusetts, by an examination made 
with care, about thirty lunatics have been found 
in Prison. In one Prison were found three; io 
another, five; in another, six; and in another, 
ten. Itisa source of great complaint, with the 
sheriffs and jailers, (hat they must receive such 
persons; because they have no suitable accom- 
modations for them. Of those last mentioned, 
one was found in an apartment in which he had 
been nile years. He hada wreath of rags round 
his body, and another round his neck, This was 
all his clothing. He had no bed, chair or bench. 
Two or three rough plank, were strewed arousd 
the room: a heap of filthy straw like the nest of 
swine, was in the corner. He had built a bird’s 
nest of mud in the iron grate of his den. Con- 
nected with his wretched apartment was a dark 
dungeon, having wo orifice for the admission of 
light, heat, or air, except the iron door, about 
2 1-2 feet square, opening into it from his Prison. 
‘The wretched lunatic was indulging some delu- 
sive expectations of being soon released from this 
wretched abode. 

The other lunatics in the same Prison were 
scattered about, in different apartments, with 
thieves & murderers, & persons under arrest, but 
not yet convicted of guilt. In this Prison it would 
seem difficult with the same number of. apart- 
ments, and the same number and variety of of- 
fenders and offences, to make a moue indiscrim- 
inate and improper distribution. 

In the Prison of five lunatics, they were con- 
fined in separate celle, which were almost dark 
dungeons. It was diflicult, after the door was 
open, to see them distinctly. The ventilation 
was so incomplete, that more than one person on 
entering them has found the air so fetid, as to 
produce nauseousness, and almost vomiting. ‘The 
old straw on which they were laid, and their fil- 
thy garments, were such as to make their insani- 
ty more hopeless. And at one time it was not 
considered within the province of the physician’s 
department to examine particularly the condi- 
tion of the lunatics. In these circumstances, any 
improveme.t of their minds could hardly be ex- 
pected. Instead of having three out of feur re- 
stored to reason, as is the fact in some of the fa- 
vored Lunatic Asytums, it isto be feared, that ia 
ehese circumstances, some who might otherwise 
be restored, would become incurable, and that 


a 


others might lose their lives, to say nothing of 
resent suffering. 
P In the Prisca sie which were six lunaties, their 
condition was less wretched; but they were some- 
times an annoyance, and sometimes he re 
the convicts; and even ghe apartments In pose 
the females were confined, opened into ihe ya 
of the men, and there was an injurious tter- 
change of obscenity and profaneness between 
them, which was not restrained by the presence 
of the keeper. ; - 
In the Prison, or house of correction, so called, 
in which were ten lunatics, two were found, 
about seventy years of age, aimale and female, in 
the same apartment, of an upper story. The 
female was lying on a heap of straw, under a 
broken window. ‘The snow, in a severe storm, 
was beating through the window, and lay upon 
the straw around her witbered body, which was 
partially covered with a few filthy and tattered 
arments. ‘The man was lying im. a corner of 
the room in a similar situation, except that he 
was less exposed to the storm. ‘The former had 
been in this apartment six, and the latter twenty- 
one years. Such are the minutes taken from 
the keeper’s testimony, in February, 1827. 
Another lunatic, in the same Prison, was found 
in a plank apartment of the first story, where he 
had been eight years. During this time he had 
never left the room but twice. ‘I'he door of this 
apartment had not been opened in eighteen 
months. The food was furnished through a small 
orifice in the door. The room was warmed by 
no fire; and still the woman of the house said he 
“had never froze.” As he was seen through the 
orifice, in the door, the first question was, 1s that 
a human being? ‘he hair was gone from one 
side of his head, and his eyes were like balls of 


e. 

In the cellar of the same Prison, were five lu- 
natics. ‘The windows of this cellar were no de- 
fence against the storm, and as might be suppos- 
ed, the woman of the house said, * we have a sight 
to do to keep them from freezing.” ‘There was 
no fire in this cellar, which could be felt by four 
of the lunatics. One of the five had a little fire 
of turf in an apartment of the cellar by herself. 
She was, however, infuriate if any other came 
near her. This woman was committed to this 
cellar seventeen years ago. 

The whole cellar is 55 by $3 feet, and in it are 
five apartments, besides the space between them 
and the one already described. These apart- 
ments are about 6 feet by 8. They are made of 
coarse plank and have an orifice in the door for 
the admission of light and air, about 6 inches by 
4, The darkness was such in two of these apart- 
ments, that nothing could be seen by looking 
through the orifice in the door, At the same 
time there was a poor Junatic in each. A man, 
w!.» has grown old, was committed to one of them 
in 1810, and had lived in it seventeen years. ‘The 
cracks of the door as we opened it were stuffed 
with hay or grass on the inside, to secure it against 
the cold. When the door was opened, and we 
entered the dungeon, he could be indistinctly 
seen in his cold and filthy bed. He said, how- 
ever, that he was not sick or uncomfortable, and 
he appeared cheerful. 

An emaciated female was found in a similar 
apartment, in the dark, without fire, almost with- 
out covering, where she had been nearly two years. 

A colored woman in another, in which she had 
been six years. Anda miserable man in another, 
in which he had been four years. 

Amidst all this wretchedness, it was some con- 
solation to learn, that sickness and death had 
been rare. A fact almost as incredible as the 
testimony of the senses concerning the various 
scenes already described. 

Besides the lunatics here mentioned, others 
have been found in Jail, in different parts of the 
country, and considerable effort has been made 
to obtain data from which to ascertain the whole 
number of lunatics in Jail in the United States:

Extract from the Minutes of the last stated meet- 
ing of the Presbytery of Newburyport. * 

* Dr. Dana, from the Committee appointed to 
consider What measures it is expedient for thePres- 
bytery to adopt in reference to the objects of the 
American Society for the promotion of 'lemper- 
ance, submitted a report, which was accepted 
and adopted, and is as follows, viz. 

Your Committee beg leave to recommend to 
Presbytery the adoption of the following pream- 
ble and resolutions, Whereas, the General As- 
sembly at their late Session, passed resolutions 
approving the object of the American Society for 
the promotion of temperance, and earnestly rec- 
ommending to the Presbyteries under their eare 
to co-operaie with the friends of this society in 
extending its principles throughout our country 
—this Presbytery is deeply impressed with the 
vast importance of the object in view, and of its 
sacred obligations to leave no means unattempt- 
edi to arrest and suppress the most fatal evil which 
pervades and ravages our country. It is like- 
wise deeply conscious that this most desirable 
object, if effected at ail, must be etlected chiefly 
by the exertions of the lemperate part of the com- 
munity, and ui the church of God, whose respon- 


sibilities in the case are of course immensely 
reat— 


Therefore Resolved, 

1, ‘That this Presbytery will, with increased 
zeal and caution, adhere to the plan arlopted by 
tte Presbytery with which it was formerly con- 
nected, of banishing from all Presbyterial meet- 
ings the use of distilled spirits. 

2. That it be recommended to the Ministers 
and Eicers connected with this Presbytery, and 
to the members of our respective churches and 
congregations, personally to renounce, end in 
their families to discountenance the use of dis- 
pang liquors, except for purposes strictly medic- 
inal. ' 

3. That it be recommended to’our church Ses- 
sions to pay a marked and particular attention to 
this momentous subject; and to adopt such mea- 
sures of government and discipline as that, if 
possible, this destructive evil may be banished 
trom the church of God.
